This eridence is considered 
Important, because a Tiffany envelope 
was fosnd ia the package of poison 
sent to Harry Cornish, and the box In 
which the poison was inclosed was a 
Tiffany box. Dr. Henry P. Loomia, the 
expert chemist,, who 
performed the 


autopsy on the body of Henry C. Bar- 
net, testified that there was no evi- 
dence that Barnet died of any disease: 
that If he had died of diphtheria evi- 
dence of the disease would* have benn 
found in the body. Witness had no 
doubt that Barnet died of cyanide of 
mercury poisoning.

AH being in readiness, 
the victim is passed along till he reaches 
the den of the principal, usually in some 
obscure corner of the suburbs or in the 
very heart of the crowded districts of 
New York. As specious as he was4ia his 
circular, suave and perstiusive is he now 
in person. The scene here is a peculiar 
one. 
Before n large desk sits the principal, 


at his right hand a confederate, • at his 
left another, all well armed in case of 
trouble. The desk is pushed up against 
the thin partition, behind .which is an- 
other confederate listening for the "cue." 
The victim is shown the amount of his 
purchase in genuine new greenbacks, 
and he is' delighted with their appear- 
ance. Not a .single counterfeit bill en- 
ters into the negotiation.

The more n::spicious the victim is the 


greater the spice in the enterprise. A 
too easy Tietim is regarded with tl sort 
of contempt, while the cunning buyer is 
angled with like a line trout, and there 
is no going asleep over the reel.

money is paid by tho victim, he receives 
and counts the bills, a:id they ore tacked 
into a satchel which is laid on the desk. 


"Now," says the principal, "in case yon
